DETAILED ACTION 

The amendments of 06/22/201 1 have been entered in full. Claims 1-48 are pending. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants' amendments and arguments filed on 06/22/201 1 have been fully considered 
and are deemed to be persuasive to overcome the rejections previously applied. Rejections 
and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. It is further 
noted that new claims 25-48 recite the same limitation wherein neither polypeptide in the 
neublastin dimer is conjugated with PEG at a position other than N-terminus, which has been 
found to be non-obvious in the previously examined claims. Enablement for the newly claimed 
compositions and methods is supported by the specification in view of the state of the art.
